The  Republican  Convention, 
and  Nomination. 

The  Republican  County  Conven¬ 
tion  in  Orange  Wednesday  afternoon 
nominated  William  O.  Koebler  0/ 
Newark  for  County  Clerk,  and  Alfred 
E.  Skiur.er  of  Fraukliu  for  Register 
AmoDg  the  Assemblymen  nominated 
was  C.  W.  Powers  of  Bloom  fisld,  who 
ran  far  behind  the  bead  of  tbe  ticket 
Isat  year,  in  Bloomfield  and  Glen 
Iiklgot  and  w31  aa  a  machine  candi¬ 
date  prove  a  heavy  food  for  tbe  Be 
publicans  to  carry  tbe  present  year. 

Director  Thomas  McGowan  was 
beaten  out  of  tbe  nomination  far 
Register  by  tbe  usual  machine  tactics- 
There  were  two  circumstances  that 
served  first  and  lust  to  turn  tbe  tide 
against  him.  To  begin  with,  Halsey 
M.  Barrett  was  made  chairman  of  tbe 
Convention.  Thia  shrewd  maneaver, 
showing  the  fine  hand  of  Carl  Lentz, 
robbed  tbs  Bloomfield  delegates  of 
tbeir  leader  and  spokesman.  A 
speech  from  Mr.  Barrett,  when  the 
time  for  it  came,  would  have  sent  the 
nomination  where  it  belonged — to 
Bloomfield.  Mr.  Barrett  was  in  the 
wrong  place — on  the  stage,  aeeieting 
the  County  boss  in  running  the 
machine  and  with  the  aid  of  the 
police  keeping  the  “voting  kings”  of 
the  aisles  and  gallery  in  order. 

Finally,  when  Mr?  McGowan  had  a 
plurality  of  tbe  delegatee,  a  con¬ 
temptible  “local  option”  prejudice  wax 
sprung,  and  speedily  circulated  to 
beat  him,  and  that,  with  Carl  Lenlz 
ready  to  pounce  upon  him  as  hood  aa 
the  opportunity  came,  did  Hie  busi¬ 
ness  up.  There  is  a  sore  feeliug 
against  Lentz  among  the  Republicans 
of  Bloomfield.  They  figure  out  from 
the  balloring  for  Register  that  tbeir 
caudidate  wo*  sacrificed  on  tbe  altar 
of  upite — spit#  of  the  County  machine 
against  any  man,  any  metiMure,  any 
movement  in  politics  that  savor*  of 
independence.  The  balloting  ou 
leading  candidate*  tell*  tbe  whole 
story  :

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attention  is  called  to  the  failure  of  the 
Republicans  to  secure  a  more  just  dis. 
tributioo  of  the  burdens  of  taxation, 
and  a  pledge  is  given  that  tbe  Demo¬ 
cratic  party  will  reform  the  existing  tax 
laws. 

Tbe  Republican  system  of  changing 
municipal  boundaries  for  partisan  pur¬ 
poses  ;  the  passage  of  the  Delaware  Dam 
bill ;  the  attempt  to  pas*  tlie  Railruwd 
Commission  bill,  defeated  by  the  indig¬ 
nant  Democratic  minority ;  the  sur¬ 
render  of  tlie  oyster  lands  of  the  State 
to  squatters,  and  the  gross  extravagance 
of  the  party  io  power,  as  shown  by  the 
increase  of  municipalities  from  about 
940.U00.U00  in  1890,  to  about  990,000,000 
at  ths  present  time,  are  denounced. 

The  records  of  tbe  State  Treasury  are 
quoted  from  to  prove  extravagant  ex¬ 
penditures  during  the  past  four  days,  in 

hlch  the  disbursements  of  the  8ute 
were  increased  from  91.900.000  in  1804, 
to  92,260,000  in  1895,  with  a  prospect  of 
at  least  $2,385,000  for  the  present  year. 

Governor  Griggs  is  charged  with 
flagrant  violation  of  the  spirit  and  in' 
tent  of  the  Constitution  in  making 
personal  appointments,  while  his  plat¬ 
form  had  pledged  him  to  supply  “the 
very  highest,  purest  and  best  govern* 
rnent  that  human  wisdom  can  give.” 

Upon  this  arraignment  of  the  Re¬ 
publican  party  and  the  issues  we  pre- 
»ent,”  tbs  address  concludes,  “we  look 
to  the  Huppart  of  all  good  citizens  to 
again  plocs  the  Democratic  party  in 
control  of  their  affairs,  thus  insuring  U> 
tlie  people  economy,  home  rule,  just 
taxation,  and  obedience  to  the  voice  of 
tbe  people  ip  the  interest  of  such  re¬ 
forms  as  are  necessary.”
